THE  CHAIRMAN'S  STATEMENT. 


Lyme  Regis  &  District  Cottage  Hospital 

Report,  1943. 


I  am  sending  you  this  statement,  as  I  am  aware  of  the  diffi¬ 
culties  of  Subscribers  in  attending,  owing  to  transport,  war  work, 
and  extra  household  duties,  but  I  need  hardiy  add  how  much  the 
Committee  will  welcome  your  presence  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
either  this  year  or  after  the  war.  As  I  write  this  my  first  desire 
is  to  thank  you  for  your  great  generosity  in  support  of  our  Hospital, 
your  Hospital ;  I  have  never  known  the  Public  to  fail  to  give  their 
support  to  any  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital.  I  think  that  the 
institution  of  the  Hospital  League  in  recent  years  reminds  us  all 
that  the  Hospital  is  there  for  each  one  of  us  and  that  if  we  do  not 
require  its  services,  then  we  are  helping  others,  who  may  ;  what  a 
splendid  thought.  There  are  many  whose  names  do  not  appear 
under  the  Subscribers'  list,  but  in  their  own  way  give  much  help 
to  the  Hospital,  to  all  I  express  my  thanks. 

I  know  that  all  the  friends  of  the  Hospital  will  join  with  me, 
in  expressing  our  appreciation  to  Matron,  not  only  for  her  general 
management  of  the  Hospital  in  these  difficult  times  and  for 
devotion  and  careful  nursing  of  the  Patients,  but  also  for  the  very 
happy  atmosphere  that  permeates  all  through  the  Hospital,  and 
means  so  much  for  both  Patients  and  Staff.  I  ask  Matron  to 
convey  our  thanks  to  all  the  Staff  for  their  very  loyal  help  and 
service. 

I  thank  the  Medical  Staff  for  their  valuable  services  and  real 
interest  in  the  Hospital.  Very  many  letters  continue  to  be 
received  by  Matron,  all  of  them  full  of  gratitude  for  the  efficient 
nursing  and  kindness  shown  by  Matron  and  Staff. 

The  Committee  have  always  desired  to  keep  the  Hospital 
Equipment  up-to-date  and  during  the  past  year  an  endeavour 
was  made  to  purchase  a  Portable  X-Ray  apparatus,  but  owing 
to  the  need  for  these  elsewhere,  it  is  unlikely  that  we  shall  be  able 
to  get  one  until  after  the  war,  the  cost  is  about  £200. 

We  have  adopted  the  Rushcliffe  Scheme,  this  wilJ  mean  an 
increase  in  Salaries  each  year,  but  brings  Grants  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health  ;  this  past  year  £103  has  been  received. 


The  Hospital  Account  for  the  year  1943  calls  for  no  explan¬ 
ation,  you  will  see  that  we  start  this  year  with  a  Credit  Balance 
of  £319  10s.  0d.,  and  it  will  interest  you  to  know  that  the  Capital 
that  was  borrowed  from  the  General  Hospital  Account  towards 
paying  for  the  Children’s  Ward  Scheme,  has  now  been  repaid. 
With  regard  to  the  Ambulance  Account,  we  have  invested  £350, 
and  we  will  continue  each  year  to  add  to  this  from  any  surplus 
Balance,  so  that  in  time  there  will  be  funds  in  hand  for  the 
replacement  of  the  present  Ambulance. 

I  record  my  best  thanks  to  Mr.  H.  Ramsbotham  and  to  Mr. 
M.  W.  Burrough  for  their  generous  services  to  the  Hospital.

As  Chairman  of  the  Hospital  Committee  for  many  years, 
and  as  Chairman  of  many  other  Committees,  I  know  what  a  good 
and  reliable  Secretary  means  to  a  Chairman  of  a  Committee,  and 
so  I  offer  my  most  grateful  thanks  to  Miss  Silva  for  her  splendid 
work  given  always  with  such  pleasure,  and  also  for  the  valuable 
assistance  given  by  Miss  Eliot. 

With  reference  to  the  White  Paper  on  a  National  Health 
Service.  The  Government  admits  that  the  Voluntary  Hospitals 
must  be  retained,  not  only  because  they  cannot  be  done  without, 
but  because  the  Voluntary  Hospital  Movement  “  attracts  ”  the 
active  personal  interest  and  support  of  a  large  number  of  people 
who  believe  in  it  as  a  Social  Organisation  ;  thus  the  active  interest 
and  the  support  of  the  people,  freely  given,  will  be  more  than  ever 
needed,  and  as  the  White  Paper  makes  it  clear,  that  to  preserve 
the  traditional  independance  and  enterprise  the  Voluntary 
Hospitals  must  continue  to  receive  a  substantial  proportion  of 
their  income  from  Voluntary  sources. 

A  most  serious  omission  on  the  White  Paper  is  the  complete 
lack  of  reference  to  the  Hospital  Contributory  Scheme  Movement. 
The  Scheme  has  enabled  the  average  citizen  in  health  to  anticipate 
his  need  in  sickness  by  regular  weekly  contributions.  Further, 
by  securing  the  membership  of  nearly  11  millions  of  people,  it 
has  made  a  contribution  to  the  financial  stability  of  hospitals  so 
great  that  the  complete  withdrawal  of  this  source  of  income  would 
jeopardise  the  whole  system  throughout  the  country.  This 
aspect  of  the  Government’s  proposal  will  have  to  be  most  closely 
and  seriously  considered. 

The  financial  interest  and  affection  of  a  mass  of  people  in 
their  local  Hospitals  must  not  be  lost.

Maintenance. — The  total  number  of  days  of  maintenance  of  both 
patients  and  staff  in  1943  was  9,085  days,  1,061  more  than  in  1942.  The 
average  cost  per  person  for  provisions  was  l/6d.  per  day,  the  cost  in  1942 
was  l/4£d.  The  average  cost  per  In-patient,  including  all  expenses  for 
the  year  1943,  was  14/6d.  per  day  or  £5  Is.  6d.  per  week,  or  ^263,  18s.  Od. 
per  annum.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1942  were  14/10d.  per  day, 
or  £5  3s.  lOd.  per  week,  or  ^269  19s.  4d.  per  annum. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  all  those  who  have  done 
so  much  to  support  the  Hospital  throughout  the  year,  especially  in  the 
matter  of  entertainments  and  sales.
